The Birth-Place of our Lord. 

FROM NOTES ON PALESTINE EDITED BY 

“TREN 

From Hebron we came to Bethlehem. 
By astrange coincidence, which might have 
been intentional, but was entirely unexpect- 
ed, lam writing out these notes of a visit 
to Bethlehem, on the morning of CArist- 
mas, a day consecrated by a large part of 
the nominally Christian world as the Birth- 
day of our Blessed Lord! 

Turning a little out of our way, we 
paused to visit the pools of Solomon, three 
vast reservoirs of water, from which the 
Mosentof Omar, occupying the site of the 
sucient temple at Jerusalem, is supplied — 
The temple of Solomon itself is said to 
lave received its waters from the same 
source. Already we have come to astream 
that flows into the city of the living God, 
the waters that now shine before us_ will 
soon be sparkling in the midst of Jerusa- 
lem. These reservoirs are cut out of the 
solid reck in part, and enlarged by mason- 
ry,and are so situated ina descending valley, 
that the water of the first runs into a sec- 
oud, and that of the second into a third. 
The upper or most western pool is about 
360 feet long by 225 feet broad; the mid- 
dle one, 420 by 225; and the lower one is 
570 feet long hy about 180 broad. They 
are filled from a large fountain which gush- 
es out of the hill side, a little distance to 
the west. How beautiful and significant 
the illustrations so often drawn in Holy 
Scripture from these waters bursting forth 
—fountains opened for Judah and Jerusa- 


hlood of the Savior and the waters of Salva- 
tion.’ And as these are led by a large 
aqueduct through Bethlehem to Jerusalem, 
so that the Lamb of God whose blood ta- 
keth away the sins of the world, was born 
in Bethlehem and taken to the Holy City, 
there to be offered as a propitiation for the 
lost race of men. 

These vast reservoirs are supposed to 
have been built by Solomon himself, whose 
uame they bear, and it is generally believ- 
ed that here in the midst of these fountains, 
streams and hills, he chose the site for those 
vast and wondrous creations of art and 


ever been heard or thought of in oriental 
magnificense or fancy. He says: ‘I made 
me great works, I builded me houses, I 
planted me vineyards, I made me gardens 
and orchards, and I planted me trees in 
them of all kinds of fruits; I made me 
pools of water, to water therewith the 
wood that bringeth forth trees; and what- 
soever mine eyes desired I kept not from 
them. I withheld not my heart from any 
joy.” Little is there now.in this locality 
to assure a traveller from a world that Sol- 
omon knew not of, that here the wisest and 
ost vol@ptdous prince of his day had his 
seraglio of a thousand women, and revelled 
in the splendors of a sensual delight that 
would scarcely be credited on the page of 
less sacred history. I confess to an inter- 
ruption of the subdued and solemn train of 
thought with which, as a Christian pilgrim 
1 was coming to the spot where the Prince | 
of Glory humbled himself to companion- 
Ship with the meanest of the sons of men. 
1 would have preferred that Bethlehem | 
should be ass ciated only with the Divive 

Tucarnation, and that these scenes of sen- .

Benjamin, and in giving him life, breathed 
out her own soul and ‘was buried here.—

to associate these two events, the coming 
of Rachel and the coming of Mary to 
Bethlehem, separated as they were by an 
interval of thirty-five generations; but to 
me there is an interest intense and exciting 
in the thought, that these spots in this iso- 
lated land should have beeh selected in 
such far distant periods of time, as the 
theatre of events, so snblime in themselves, 
and so intimately connected with the desti- 
ny of the whole race of mankind. And 
then I opened to -another scripture, and 
read that the prophet Samuel came to 
Bethlehem, and the elders of the town 
trembled at his coming. He called the 
sons of Jesse before him, rejected seven of 
them, selected the eigth, and anointed him 
to be king over Israel—even David, the 
great antetype of the Messiah, who on 
this same ground was announced by voices 
from the midst of heaven. 7 

It was evening and the sun was setting. 
We had still lingered among the pools of 
water and had been wandering on the hills 
and among the vales that surround “the 
city of David which is called Bethlehem” 
Having gained a height that overlooked 
the city itself, which stands on a hill with 
deep valleys on the north and south, I look- 
ed away beyond the town toward the sonth- 
east, the region around the ancient Tekoa, 
where the prophet Amos lived as a herds- 
man; and to the east separated by a riged 
of hills among which was the wilderness of 
Engedi, lay the Dead Sea; in the northeast 
Mount Olivet, seemed lovingly to be rest- 
ing its head against the heavens; and all 
around me lay the Holy Land, every hill- 
top a monument of sacred history, every 
valley a psalm of praise. If three men in 
white raiment had appeared at my side, I 
would not have been startléd, for this is the 
haunt of angels, and who can tell how soon 
they will be here again. 

It was time to gointo the town and 
make preparations for the night. But my 
night was to be under the sky of Bethle- 
hem. I took a single guide with me, and 
bade him be silent as he led me down upon 
the plains, where I could well believe the 
shepherds kept their flocks, in the days of 
old. It was here, under these skies, in the 
midst of these very hills, perhaps on the 
ground I am treading now, the shepherds 
were abiding in the field, keeping watch 
over their flock. ‘And to, the angel of the 
Lord came upon them, and the glory of 
the Lord shone round about them, and they 
were sore afraid. And the angel said 


unto them, Fear not: for behold I bring 
you good tidings of great joy, which shall 
be to all people. For unto you is born 
this day in the city of David, a Savior, 
which is Christ the Lord. And this shall 
be a sign unto you; Ye shall find the babe 
wrapped in swaddling-clothes, lying in a 
manger. And suddenly there was with 
the angel a multitude of the heavenly host, 
praising God, and saying, Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace, good will 
toward men. And it came to pass, as the 
angels were gone away from them into hea- 
ven, the shepherds said one to another, 
Let us now go even unto Bethlehem, and 
see this thing which is come to pass, which 
the Lord hath made known to us.” 

Even so let us now go into Bethlehem.

trivial events as indications of future weal 
or woe, 

Far be it from any believer in the Bible 
to doubt, that God sometimes speaks in a 
dream or a vision of the night, or operates 
upon the mind of manin ways that are 
mysterious, for we bave the assurance of 
Scripture on that head. 

So we ought to be mindful of death and 
the grave; but is it well to be taught to look 
upon the falling of a tree, or a branch; the 
decay of flowers, or any of the common 
operations of nature, as an omen of evil to 
ourselves or others? Such apprehension 
would render us miserable, and by indul- 
gence so rivet the fetters of superstition as 
to make life a scene of continual torment. 

This caution is suggested by the anxious 
care of one who wishes to guard the young 
from the suffering of unreal dangers and 
superstitious fears— NV.

Rewards of Mechanical Genius, 

The profits of some patents of mechani- 
eal inventions in use in this country are 
enormous. The Scientific American enu- 
meratesa few. The right to a portion of 
Ward’s patents hipgle machine was recently 
sold in Albany for $35,000. A portion of 
Rdbertson’s sewing machine has also been 
sold for $30,000. This is an invention 
which can be carried in the pocket, and 
will enable a seamstress todo in one day 
the ordinary labor of a week. Machines of 
this kind are about to be constructed in 
New Haven, Conn., by the Messrs. Jerome 
at $10 apiece; the manufacturers are now 
constructing the machinery, and expect to 
sell orders in January. Howe's patent 
sewing machine yields, it is said, $50,000 
for licenses to use it, and Singer’s machine 
puts $75,000 into the pockets of the own- 
ers. Rights to the ase of a corn planter 
have been sold to the amount of $30,000. 
Clark’s patent pump sold for $30,000. A 
portion of the right to an apple paring ma- 
chine, $2,000. Creamer’s patent car break, 
$200,000. Such rewards as these are cer- 
tainly stimulating to mechanical genius, 
and the only wonder is that there are not 
ten mechanieal inventions where one now 
exists when there is so wide a field for its 
exercise in almost every department of 
business.

No Speaker Yet. 

Such is the announcement. Sebastopol has 
not fallen. The cannonading still goes on. The 
country stands still, waiting for the result— 
Each successive announcement telJs us that a 
minority yet holds out with rock firmness.— 
What is the seeret of this delay in legislation? 
What principle just now attaches such impor- 
tance to the speakership, that legislation is 
checked; that all skirmishing besides, ceases, 
and that the whole force of the battle centers at 
this point? Kansas is the word which resolves 
the secret. The great issue of this Congress is 
the settlement of the affairs of Kansas. The co- 
hesive element which unites the‘North upon the 
attempt to elect its speaker, is the determination 
to resist the encroachments of the Cossack pow- 
er, which for years has been pushing forward its 
shaggy, muscle-knit force. It is resistance to 

‘ this, which has raised an allied army out of the 
forces hitherto belligerent, and which holds them 
with the force of iron withes. The present Con- 
gress is to decide whether the actual settlers of 
Kansas, or armed invaders from Missouri are to 
give laws to that territory and decide its insti- 
tutions. We cannot close our eyes to the issue, 
We cannot be blind to the fact that this is the 
great question of the present Congress. It is 
not wholly a question between the North and 
the South; for there are many Southerners who 
rebuke the attempt to fly to ruffianly invasion 
when the decision of the question had once been 
left to the votes of the settlers of Kansas. 

It is true that armed hordes of Missourians 
crossed over into Kansas, first to violate the 
freedom of suffrage, and next to prevent the 
course of justice. History will write a black 

- page, wherever it mentions the anabasis of armed 
bands from Missouri into a neighboring territo- 
ry, to prevent the exercise of that popular sove- 
reignty, to the result of which the whole South 
was glad to commit the shaping of the institu- 
tions of that territory. What if a league did 
exist and does exist now to make Kansas a free 
State? No other means are contemplated to be 
used than the legitimate one of emigration, 
against which not a voice can be lifted in all the 
South. And what ifthe emigrants will defend 
their rights by the sword if need be. They only 
act the part of men. The South, led by a 
Northern traitor, chose the hustings as the field of 

decision. Let itfbe such then, the North was com- 
pelled to say; and the great Northern tidal wave 
of emigration was set towards the rich plains of 

Kansas. Then it is that Missouri, surprised at 
the result, pours in, not settlers but armed le- 
gions to lock down the ballot}box against free 
votes. When that wave of force had retired, 
Kansas went on towards its destiny, notwith- 
standing the neighborhood of its late invaders; 
notwithstanding‘the efforts of the administration 
in favor of those invaders. It is not surprising 
that in the strife, individual acts of wrong may 
have been committed on both sides. But history 
will not have to do with these. * The South chose 
that the fate of Kansas should be decided by the 
ballot-box. Then, not abiding the appeal, Mis- 
souri lifted the sword. If ever in these States, 
brother sheds brother's blood, we ask not for the 
North a principle more clear to stand upon, 
than now it occupies: resisting ‘even to blood 
the attempts of Missouri to thwart by force the 
result of the appeal which the South itself made. 

The issue is so clear that the South itself joins 
not cause directly with the invaders: it cannot, 
dare not, will not do it. The armed force, un- 
sustained by any animating voice behind, re- 
tires in confusion and disgrace; and Kansas still 
is free. And yet the South seeks in Congress 
to consummate the results of the border warfare. 

It cannot be done. Sebastopol must fall. Long 
years of aggression have been borne. Poland 
has been dismembered and Hungary crushed.— 
An alliance has been found which we are per- 
suaded will drive back within its true barrier, 
the invading power that has overawed the land 
and ruled diplomacy and threatened, cormorant- 
like, to swallow every tempting bait that floats 
on the sea. Within their own sole domain let 
men enjoy their preferred institations, but not 
seek to nationalize them. No power in this na- 
tion can interfere with their institutions there. 
But they will not be nationalized unless our sun 
goes back far on the dial plate; and new States 
and territories must not be forced at the point 
of the bayonet and the mouth of the cannon to 
adopt them. ‘The sanctioning of this invasion by 
Congress would set the country ag fire. To le- 
galize the doings of the legislature constituted 
in Kansas by foreign force, is an act that Con- 
gress will not do. That moment our compact 
is severed. That moment thesword is the only 
resort; for the North is bound to defend her 
sons in Kansas in the exercise of their constitu- 
tional rights. 


It will not do to change the wages of free 
men, ten times in order, that by all means the in- 
stitutions of certain States may be forced upon 
others. It will not do to take the principalities 


whatever. We say to the South, you agreed to 
abide by the result of the votes of settlers in the 
territories.. It was your own plan and choice. 
Abide it then, whatever the result.-- We invade ~ 
not your territory. Ask not the nation to sanc- 
tion force where men are free.

The love of woman never appears more beau- 
tiful than when it prompts a wife to screen her 
husband from reproach, or to support him in 
days of adveristy. Her face may wear evidence 
of sadness, yet her lips are sealed against com- 
plaint.

Eprzors Pacrrrc:—What sball be done for 
young menin our cities and large towns? This 
is ohe of those difficult practical questions which 


no cla 


have become weak, and when they have not 
found new homes of their own. In this homeless, 
transition state, lying between two homes, the 
one past and the other future, they constitute 
the most variable and unattached element of 
society. Older persons have become in some way 
riveted to it, and cannot readily be separated. 
By their possessions, ‘or trades, or professions 
and by their social and political relations, they 
have grown into it, and it has grown around 
them, so that they have become comparatively 
fixtures. And children grow to their families as 
closely as apples to apple-trees. It is not till 
they approach the age of manhood that they be- 
gin to ripen and fall off. And after this there 
may be quite an interval before they take root 
for themselves. Moreover, during this period 


heady and inconsiderate passions are most ac- 
tive. The powers of the mind are not poised on 
a fixed purpose, as later in life. The individual 
is pushed on by the hottest impulses, and these 
impulses are not bent towards any well-defined 
und rational end, but shift in different directions 
with the whims of the hour. There is then most 
need of wholesome restraint, and least of it, and 
most confidence in one’s self to get along with- 
out it. ‘The young man ignores the consequences 
of his conduct on himself; ignores the law of con- 
tinuity, growth, and inflexibility of character, 
by which, if he at first enter on an occasional 
vicious indulgence, it soon becomes a demand, 
and then a habit, and then a passion, and then 
swift and certain destruction, unless this catas- 
trophe is averted by some foreign interference or 
aid. He thinks he can indulge to the full ex- 
tent of present gratification, skirt beside the 
margin of vice as close and long as he pleases, 
occasionally, indeed, crossing far over it, 
‘without future damage. Let him do what he 
will, he imagines his moral freedom will remain 
as untrammelled as his fist; and that he can at 
any future day, as easily relax from his present 
course, if he wishes it, as he can open or shut 
his hand. 

Now young men, who have in their social at- 
tachments so far fallen off from their old homes 
and have not yet fallen into new ones, and who 
are so inconsiderate and venturesome, do not 
find in the existing institutions of society any- 
thing representing their condition and wants.— 
They are left to rove and shift for themselves.— 
The social propensitiesjbeing strong, and finding 
no organic institution of society where they can 
find healthful gratification, they fall into drink- 
ing saloons, billiard rooms, clubs, armories, 
where, if the love of society finds exercise, morals 
are corrupted, mind dissipated, and health un- 
dermined. No close observer in cities can have 
fuiled to observe the ruinous tendency of a large 
part of these voluntary associations. They are 
among the most prolific of our seminaries of vice. 
In them large numbers start on a dismal career, 
of which only the beginning of the end is seen in 
the blasting of all hope and promise for this life. 
If they do not fall into these outer’ eddies and 
circuits of the maelstrom of vice, there are oth- 
ers waiting for them, prominent among which 
are the shameless approaches of females. These 
creatures—I will not call them women, for a 
woman not steeped in virtue, is destitute of one 
of the most characteristic of the essentials of 
woman—are the special peril of young men.— 
They offer them society and smiles and painted 


.charms; and no wonder that many with roving 


eyes and purposeless hearts yield to the tempta- 
tion, and commit themselves to the experience of 
Solomon: “I find more bitter than death, the wo- 
man whose heart is snares and nets, and her hands 
as bands: whoso pleaseth God shall escape from 
her; but the sinner shall be taken by her.” 
(Eccl. 7: 26.) The fuel that feeds those fires 
which burn in hidden places beneath our cities— 
fires more fearful than those which burned be: 
neath the corrupt cities of the plain, and after- 
wards burst forth and swallowed them up—is 
mainly secured from the ranks of young men. 

A fresh sense of this form of danger has re- 
centiy been awakened by the death of young 
Sum a cousin of Senator Sumner. Two 
youhg fromen, the daughters of a respectable 
oston merchant, married to “ respectable” 
young men in that city, and themselves “res- 
pectable”"—I use the word in the too common 
sense,gof having hitherto maintained a hollow 
show of respectability—without an instinctive 
love of purity, thinking anything right that is 
not found out and does not crush the empty shell 
of their fair name; with no love for their hus- 
bands save as their maintainers; dressing, and 
frequenting places of resort, and ready in their 
own hearts for any indulgence, and only restrain- 
ed by the aforesaid regard for appearances,—fall 
into company with two bright young men; and 
soon the batteries open on both sides and the 
missiles fly : first glances, und then smiles, and 
nods, and words, and notes, and appointed in- 
terviews, and rides, and suppers, and exchange 
of rings, ete.,ete.

Grass Valley Correspondence. 


Grass VaL.uey, Feb. 16, 1856. 

Eprtors Paciric.—I have been interested in 
reading two letters which have lately appeared in 
your paper; one signed ‘‘Naumkeag,” published 
January, 24th, the other signed “ Fiducius,” and 
published Feb., 7th. The latter you published 
without comment; to the former you prefix a 
note, intimating that you may not be able to en- 
dorse all of “the opinions” therein contained, 
&c. Are we then to infer that the latter com- 
munication most nearly coincides with your own 


views? But no, we can hardly infer this, in 
view of all you have said, and in view of the 


whole past course of the Pacific. Shall your 
readers infer that you are unconcerned or indif- 
ferent as to the result of the struggle now going 
on in Kansas—the great battleground of Liber- 
ty and Slavery in our land? 

I cannot think you have so far receded from 
the high ground heretofore occupied by the Pa- 
cific—the ground not of abolition, nor of oppo- 
sition to slavery inthe States, where the States 
themselves have sole controi of it; but the 
ground of opposition to the extension ot slavery 
into Territory heretofore free. On this ground 
I feel confident the Pacific commanded the hear- 
ty concurrence of nine-tenths ofall its subscri- 
bers. And with its present increased circula- 
tion, 1 think I hazard little in claiming that 
nearly, if not quite as great a proportion are 
opposed to the extension of slavery. And not 
men from the North alone. Many of the most 
decided anti-extensionists in the State, come 
from South of Mason and Dixon’s line. They 
are in favor of leaving slavery alone where it is, 
but are not in favor of its indefinite extension. 
Neither are they indifferent as to whether it 
shall spread over new territory or not. Many 
of them voted against the introduction of slavery 
into this State ; and I should feel very little hes- 
itation in leaving the question of introducing 
slavery now into this State, or any portion of 
it, to be decided simply by the Southern sub- 
scribers for the Pacific. 

Then is there not a great moral question here 
at stake? Some claim that slavery is a necessa- 
ry evil, that it must be let alone where it is, and 
that so it will ultimately heal itself. Such, we 
have reason to believe to be the sentiments of 
many of your southern readers. But it seems 
there is one, your correspondent Fiducius, who 
ranks himself with the “proslavery party of 
Kansas” and Missouri, and who knows that the 
Free State party “ought to come in for a fall 
share of’ the blame attaching to those immedi- 
ately concerned in the Kansas troubles. How 
he knows this, or what is the ground of his con- 
fidence on this and many other points, on which 
he makes very strong asseverations, he does not 
condescend to inform us. 

I propose to notice briefly some of the points 
made by Fiducius. He speaks of the “Abdol:- 
tion party in Kansas.” There is no abolition 
party in Kansas, There is a party in favor of 
making Kansas a Free State, and we are told by 
reliable witnesses that some men there from the 
Southern States belong to this party ; and we 
think this exceedingly probable from what we 
have seen in California. Fiducius says, the 
Free State party “have never intended from the 
first to settle their disputes peaceably.” This 
is mere assertion and requires proof. Nobody 
says that the murder of a pro-slavery man “was 
all right of course.” Naumkeag, to whom he re- 
plies, does not justify the burning of houses, said 
to have been committed by the Free State party, 
but expresslycalls it an “act of disorder.” We have 
no doubt of “the existence of a league, the avow- 
ed object of which” is “to make Kansas a Free 
State :” but to add that its members are resoly- 
ed on effecting this object, “even though it might 


in order to do it,” is the merest balderdash and 
vonsense. Nota particle of proof can be ad- 
duced to substantiate sucha charge. On the 
coutrary, it is expressly declared in their articles, 
as published, that they intend to act in accor- 
_ dance with the Constitution of the United States. 
_Again, what evidence is there that the Free 
State men of Kansas, were not willing to have 
the validity of the laws passed by the Missouri- 
Kansas Legislature tested before a legal tribu- 
pal? The appeal to Sharpe's rifles was not 
made until an armed mob of’ Missouri ruffians

_a pretty time surely, for them to send off to the 
udges to learn whether they had any right.to 
their houses and to their own lives. No, Mr.

have the “validity” of the proceeding “tested 
before a legal tribunal.” This coutse might 
have proved highly satisfactory to the Missouri- 
ans, and their friends and apologists, but the

One word more, and [am done. It may be 
some satisfaction to “Fiducius,” and to those 
who sympathize with him, to know that these 
lines are not penned by an abolitionist. I am 
not, and have never been an abolitionist; al- 
though in common with thousands from the 
South, Iam opposed to the further extension of 
Slavery. And I believe the violent and unlaw- 
ful measures taken by a portion of the inhabi. 
tants of Western Missouri, to force their pecu- 
liar institution on the people of Kansas will only 
redound to their own discomfiture, and the es- 
tablishment of a great and glorious Pree State 
ou their Western border. t. 


The remarks which we made in publishing 
the communication above referred to, of our able 
and esteemed correspondent Nauwmkeay, were in- 
tended to be of general application and to ex- 
press the principle by which we will be guided 
in regard to communications. We will publish 
the entire communications of our regular and 
approved correspondents, whether their seuti- 
ments agree or do not with our own: and in so 
doing we do not hold ourselves responsible for 
all of those sentiments. Our editorials are in 
all instances the standard of our position and of 
our individual opinion. In regard to the par- 
ticular article to which reference is here made, 
we intended at the time to express and did ex- 
press, with emphasis, the belief that the inva- 
ding Missourians had been all along the offen- 
ders in the Kansas matter. If we had felt it 
necessary to express the precise points in that 
article from which we dissented, we should have 
named principally the apparent crimination of 
States which are not active in the Kansas strife. 
A proposition, made no matter by whom, in 
whatever State or legislature, does not hold that 
State responsible, more than the ravings of 
Lloyd Garrison or cloquent Wendell Philips, 
commit all the North to the madscheme of uac- 
conplishing the exodus of the slave over the ru- 
ins of the American church and the American 
Constitution. 

In regard to the communication of Fiducius, 
our present correspondent is right in inferring 
from all that we have said and from “ the whole 
past course of the Pacific” that the views of Fi- 
ductus do notcorrespond with our own. In ad- 
mitting a communication so different from the 
well-known sentiments of this paper, it would be 
more than needless to express our. dissent. A 
courteous communication upon debatable ques- 
tions shall always receive like attention; nor will 
a careful and constant reader be likely to con- 
strue its insertion into an endorsement of any 
sentiment coutrary to those principles which we 
are constantly advocating. Our judgment of 
the relative importance to us of the topics of the 
day, nay be inferred from the space which we 
devote to them. Great issues are here pending 
and to them we have need to devote our earnest 
thoughts ; and each heart is a battle field where 
the powers that free or enslave are waging per- 
petual warfare.—[Eps. Pactric.] 


California Legislature. 
SACRAMENTO LETTER. 


Sacramesto, Feb. 20, 1856. 

Eps. Pactric :—The Legislature has already 
entered upon the seventh week of this Session, 
and although nothing of paramount importance 
has been transacted during this time, a number 
of important measures are matuting, which will 
materially add to the welfare and prosperity of 
the State. 

Among these is a “Settler’s Bill,” as the acts 
introduced in both branches of the Legislature 
to quiet land titles throughout the State are 
termed. To all acquainted with the difficulties 
attendant upon the disputed titles to real pro- 
perty in this State, the passage of a law of this 
character will be a source of congratulation. 
There can be no permanent prosperity among 
the honest and industrious occuptants of the 
soil until an equitable law of this character is 
passed. 

Another important measure is, the hill intro- 
duced into the Senate by Mr. Tilford, ‘of San 
Francisco, to amend the laws of the State, con- 
cerning Crimes and Punishmeuts, the passage of 
which, it is hoped, will tend to check the fearful 
progress of the most wicked and flagrant crimes 
which have so long disgraced our State and 
proved a foul blot upon humanity. 

Another important measure, is the passage of 
an additional law for the better observance of 
the Sabbath. A bill for this purpose has been 
introduced in the Senate by Mr. Fiske, of El 
Dorado, and petitions, calling for the passage of 
such a law, are pouring in upon both branches 
of the Legislature. Two numerously signed pa- 
pers of this character, were presented to the 
Senate. on Monday by Mr. Crandall, the 
honest and straightforward member from Ama. 
dor,—one from the intelligent community resid- 
ing in that beautiful spot, Ione Valley, and ano- 
_ ther from Drytown. 

}’rom the character of the present Legislature, 
there is but little doubt but that these earnest 
appeals will have their effect, and that a law of 
_ this character will be passed, before the close of 
the session. The law for the suppression and 
punishment of gambling will doubtless beyso 
amended during the present session, as material- 
ly to check, if it does not abolish this fearful and 
destructive vice, which has so long disgraced our 
State. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Hawes of your 
city for the consolidation of the City and Coun- 
ty governments of San Francisco, which has 
been a long time under discussion, will undoubt- 
edly pass during the present session, in some 
shape or other. Notwithstanding this measure 
meets with strenuous opposition from interested 
_ sources, all parties conversant with the manage- 
_ment of the affairs of your City and County, and

European News. 


Our latest advices from Europe are to the 
12th of Jan. 

Peace Necotrations.—Great anxiety is man- 
ifested to learn the result of the Peace proposi- 
tions made to Russia. 

The proposals made to Russia are as follows: 

1. That Russia shall abandon her claim to the 
special protectorate of the Greek Church in 
Turkey. 

2. That Russia should cede so much of the 
territory of Bessarabia as is necessary to secure 
to all nations the free navigation of the Danube. 

3. That the Black Sea shall be made into a 
mere sea of commerce, from which the war ships 
of all nations shall be, by common consent, ex- 
cluded. 

4. That all fortresses on the shores of the 
Black Sea, should be dismantled, aad that the 
idea of fortifying the Aland Islands should be 
forever abandoned. 

Nothing decisive was known, as the time for 
Russia’s decision was extended to 18th of 
Jan. The general impression is that Russia will 
neither accept or reject the Allied terms, but 
will send counter-proposals to Vienna. 

Latest.—The following despatch reached Liv- 
erpoo! from London on the day of the sailing of 
the Steamer. 


Sr. Pererspere, Jan. 3. 

The great council of war is concluded, and 
from what has transpired on the subject; it ap- 
pears that the Russian taeties for the approach- 
ing campaign have undergone some important 
modifications. Various orders sent off from 
head-quarters would seem to indicate the resolu- 
tion to abandon the Crimea altogether, for a 
part of the troops are ordered to march for the 
Caucasus, to re-inforce the corps of Gen. Mou- 
ravieff, whilst others have orders to join the 
grand army of the centre, under Gen. Rannitine. 

Tne Crimea.—Little of importance has trans- 


pired. Sixteen ships were lost near Kameisch 
during recent storms. 

Christmas was duly celebrated in the British 
camp. 

It is rumored, but not confirmed, the Pelissier 
is appointed Commander of the Allied Armies. 

Gortschakoff reports Dee. 16th, two bodies of 
Cossacks defeated a strong squadron of Gencral 
Vivian's Anglo Turkish Cavalry near Kertsch. 
The English Commander and forty-seven men 
were taken prisoners. ‘There is nothing else new 
from the Crimea. 

Great Britain.—With the exception that 
the new loan will be for thirty millions sterling. 
and that the new taxes will be levied on many 
articles, rather than on @ few, there is nothing 


requiring notice. 
New Publications. 

We acknowledge the receipt of a copy of an 
Address delivered at the Fifth Anniversary of 
the San Francisco Orphan Asylum Society, by 
Frederick Billings Esq. It is neatly printed in 
pamphlet form. The existence of this beautiful 
charity among us is a credit and an honor to our 
city. It was the first provision made here for the 
homeless orphan, and its usefulness and success 
have been manifest from the first. We cannot re- 
frain from extracting the following just remarks 
from this excellent address: — 

“ I turn to the charity of California. She is 
beginning in population, in government, in law, 


in politics, in religion, in eocial life, in every- 
thing. Men are not certain of the State, of so- 
ciety, or even of themselves. The demand for 
everything is flactuating and uncertain, and the 
supply still more so. And with ali this new- 
ness and crudeness of the State, its population 
small, and its social life jast developing, there is 
no room and no necessity for all the forms and 
kinds of benevolent labor which old and densely 
populated conditions of society The 
question for her is not what, and what number 
of charitable institutions she has, but is Charity 
a Living Presence within her borders? Do men 
acknowledge their fealty here to Benevolence?— 
Do mercy and kindness and generosity and sym- 
pathy make an element of California life? And

ing, acting, keeping pace with all otber ele- 


' ments, and striving to meet frankly and fairly all 


the responsibilities that start up within its 
? am a hopeful man and love the bright 
side, but 1 think I am not mistaken when I say 
that no people are more charitable than the peo- 
ple of California—more quick to understand and 
appreciate distress and to contribute to its re- 
lief, whether that distress be their own or that 
of some distant New Orleans, prostrate with the 
terribly raging fever. Charity % in the front 
rank of our active, stirring life. She keeps up 
well with all other developments. — 
charity may be-when she simply gives a cup of 
cold water to him who is thirsty—when she 
guides the steps of the blind—when she sits by 
the bed of sickness—when she cares for old age 
no longer able to care for itself; beautiful as she 
is in all her ways, she is never so beautiful as 
when in the form of woman she takes by the 
hand the orphan child, wandering and lost in the 
confusion of the tumultuous city, and guides it 
toa home. Woman, guarding and cherishing 
the orphan child! ‘There is no sight in life more 
touching to the heart, no work of love more ac- 
ceptable, I believe, to Heaven. Itis a charity 
free from all alloy. And [ wonder not that the 
institution which illustrates it in this strange 
city of San Francisco has been so beloved of her 
people; and 1 wonder not that so many come to- 
gether every year to celebrate its natal day.” 

There has also been laid upon our table a 
copy of a work entitled “The Evidences against 
Christianity, by Jobn S: Hittell.” 

This work comes to us with the compliments 
of the Author. Iu the Preface he says: “The 
book is published in tbe belief that it will do 
good, and in the strongest confidence that it can 
do no evil.” And again he says, declaring dis- 
tinctly his purpose and intent: “But my expec- 
tations and incentives were not to purify Chris- 
tianity, but to aid in breaking it down entirely.” 
And still farther he says: “Ido not offend the 
the moral sense of a large portion of my fellow 
citizens and friends without a feeling of sadnes-.” 

We have only to say at this time to the au- 
thor of these 190 pages of infidelity, that the 
perusal of his book wi!l awaken this “feeling of 
sadness” in other minds than his;—sadnesahat 
he has a mind for such a work, and sadness\in 
view its tendency, so far as it shall gain any in 
fiuence.

Home News. 


Severe Eartuquakse.—The severest shock of 
an earthquake ever experienced in this city, 
since the settlement of the country by Ameri- 
caus, oceurred on Friday morning last, at twenty 
five minutes past five o’clock. Everbody was 
aroused, and most of the occupants of brick 
buildings rushed into the streets in great terror. 
The vibrations were from north to south, nearly 
horizontal, and lasted about twenty seconds. 
In several instances the shock was so severe as 
to overturn peices of furniture. No material 


damage was sustained by any buildings; al- 
though several walls were cracked, and the cor- 
nice on the north side of Goodwin &.Co’s store, 
situated on the corner of Oregon & Front sts., 
was thrown down. It said that several persons 
in the street atthe time were thrown down.— 
The shock was felt at Stockton, but not at Sac- 
ramento or Marysville. At Oakland, Union 
City and San Jose, it was even more severe than 
in this city. It wasalso quite severe at Mon- 
terey.

He was brought 
to this city, where his friends reside, and buried 
on ‘Tuesday.

Eartuqvake—Thirty Thousand 
lives lost—The schooner Page arrived on Thurs- 
day last, bringing news of a terrific earthquake, 
that occurred at Jeddo on tue Llthof Novem- 
ber, which destroyed one hundred thousand 
dwellings, fifty-four temples, and thirty thousand 
nhabitants. Fire broke out at the same time 
in thirty different parts of the citys The earth 
opened ang-closed over thousands of buildings 
with theif occupants. The shock was severe at 
Simoda. The Japanese seemed to attach but 
little importance to the catastrophe. The in- 
habitants of the portion of the city destroyed 
were forewarned of the disaster, and many of 
them escaped. The buildings of Jeddo are 
chiefly of one story, and constructed of very light 
material. The temples of worship, however, are 
lofty, and in some instances are constructed of 
heavy masonry.
